Dr. Warren Ilchman came to Pratt from 
SUNY Albany, where he served as Executive 
Vice President for Academic Affairs for three 
years. He has received a number of awards 
and honors and has authored twelve books. 


Q: What do you think are the most urgent 
issues that you have to deal with? What 
are your three top priorities? 

A: Well, the first is to raise funds to im- 
prove the quality of life on campus. The 
renovation of Higgins Hall, to get more 
and better studio space, to have an aestheti- 
cally more beautiful campus. I think when 
you re in the creative process, where you 
live is very important, so that’s very impor- 
tant to me. 

A second need is to create a life on the 
campus that the commuting students and 
the residential students will find engaging, 
because of the security issue. So I think we 
have to have a really vital and vibrant life 
on campus, in addition to the studio work 
that attracts people to our school. 

And I guess the third big issue is the 
finance issue. And the financial issue is that 
we have an accumulated debt that we have 
to get paid off. The question of how we do 
that without affecting the quality of life— 
how we do that while at the same time im- 
proving the quality of life—is a really im- 
portant one, from my point of view.

WITH DR. ILCHMAN by Patrik Henry Bass 


Q: What changes have been made to as- 
sure that your vision of Pratt is correct 
and not blurry? 

A: Well, we have had to make some fun- 
damental changes. They have all been for 
the better. We have improved admissions. 
They are up by 10% this year (17% for 
freshman). Admissions are up in all cate- 
gories; new students and transfer students, 
national and international students, which 
is better for diversity at Pratt. We've also 
tried to organize and make more effective 
our Annual Fund. We’ve done better with 
it this year than last year. We've established

ing Pratt. A major effort is (underway) to 
establish a logo.

KAREN FINLEY by Eric Brown 


“T can’t stand the stuff in Art Schools, 
where what’s taught is the notion of the 
martyr or suffering, or this idea that when 
you are in school, it is going to be decided 
for you that it is virtually impossible for 
you to make a living. When I went to 
school, the idea of making a living never 
came up. You never thought of it, you did 
it because if you didn’t you'd go crazy... I 
think that it is a part of capitalism or Art in 


America, we don’t really look at artists as 
professionals. They are looked at as being 
liars or cheats, or like crazy people or per- 
verts. 

“T’m really for artists as social responsi- 
bility, artists as activists... for inventing 
your own structure to get your work in, 
trying to create your own profession... 
that’s how it was with me, and getting into 
performance... the thing to do is start your 
own scene. I think the generation that is 
younger than me needs to start their own - 
thing, be it in Brooklyn or Chicago, and 
not rely on joining what’s there in SoHo or 
mainstream... I don’t think that New York 
is the place for emerging artists ... I think 
the emphasis is going to be on going to 
smaller cities, I just hope that the press fol- 


lows, because the press right now is New 
York.”

EARS by Jean Shin 


dent Warren Ilchman an- 

ng an open forum held in 

all October 22nd that the 

Bt Trustees will consider closing the 

ool of Engineering at the next Board 

Meeting. Many engineering students, facul- 

ty and administration present at the meet- 

ing responded with hostility toward this 

m™® consideration. “Instead of having a broken 
arm and fixing it, the administration wants 
to amputate it,” protested one engineering 
student. Concerned members of the School 
of Engineering requested a thirty day delay 
in the Board of Trustees decision. The 
Board agreed to meet December 11 to vote 
on the future of the engineering school. 

Meanwhile students, faculty and ad- 
ministration in the School of Engineering - 
were busy formulating a plan of action to 
present to the Board before their pressing 
deadline. They contacted the 5,400 engi- 
neering alumni for suggestions and finan- 
cial support. They gained more support 
from high school students of Bronx Sci- 
ence, Stuyvesant High, and Brooklyn Tech 
at the Open House. 

Mohammad Karamouz, acting Dean of 
Engineering was informed the Friday be- 
fore the official announcement. Although 
he had recognized the need to address the 
problem of declining enrollment in the 


school, the news of closing the school came 
as a complete surprise to him as well as to 
the rest of the students and faculty. 

President Ilchman expressed the neces- 
sity to choose and make a decision that re- 
gards not only the future of the Engineer- 
ing School but the Institute as a whole. 
The Commissioners on Engineering pre- 
sented a report and recommendation to the 
Board which concluded that an investment 
of $3-5 million within 3-5 years is needed to 
rebuild the program. The Board decided 
that Pratt could not afford to keep the en- 
gineering school open at the expense of the 
other schools. 

Pratt’s engineering school was one of 
the oldest in the country and has a reputa- 
tion for graduating a large number of mi- 
nority students. 


FRANCES HALSBAND: DEAN OF THE 
SCHOOL OF ARCHITECTURE Excerpts from 
an interview by Robert Segal 


“T think there is a regrettable tendency to 
identify ‘good’ schools, which are allegedly 
the Ivy League schools, and then to assume 
that the good students are going there and 
that other students are going somewhere 
else. It is exactly that misconception that 
we have to fight at Pratt. There are a lot of 
very good students and very good faculty 
here who are tired of the mystique of the 
Ivy League schools and who feel that a 
school with less pretension about its repu- 
tation would be a more interesting and a 
more real place. 


“Part of that reinvigoration process is 
that Pratt needs to reestablish its ties with 
the civic and professional and design com- 
munities in New York and beyond, and 
part of it is recreating collaborative rela- 
tionships between the teachers within the 
school and within the Institute. 

“T believe that the most important thing 
about architecture is that we make build- 
ings, and we must have a theory to do that. 
But the test of a theory is that we create ar- 
chitecture. 

“We have a unique opportunity at 
Pratt. Architecture is not only about formal 
design: total art and total craft. The other 
factors are what Warren IIchman calls ‘the 
making of things,’ which takes with it all 
the contextual concerns—technology, ma- 
terials, social, historical, and cultural is- 
sues—which go into making things. Some 
schools have turned away from that but 
Pratt has a connection to the making of 
things because of its art schools and its art 
tradition. 

“Also, because of PICCED, Pratt has a 
connection to the solving of real-life urban 
problems. Out of that combination of 
looking at art and looking at reality, Pratt’s 
will be the next generation of architects.”

at PFate institute, Mary Buckley is retiring 
at the end of the Spring term ’92. 


“Pratt divides into two times, before I 
came, and after—and it’s not that I make 
the difference. We had a new dean, and the 
new dean said that we've got to do some- 
thing about foundation. At that time we 
got rid of the stylized, rigid ideas about 
working and brought in fresh air that had 
to do with being young artists, and enthusi- 
astic artists—intellectually, spiritually, and 
emotionally. We brought in these fantastic 
people. We turned things upside-down and 
began the modern foundation. We brought 
modern thoughts and more modern ideas 
to foundation. This was in the late 1950’s— 
I had only been at Pratt a year or so, 
enough to know that it was solid but 
starved. It was very, very exciting. From 
then on, we kept changing and changing. 
“T think [art school] has to do with 
helping people in our culture understand 
that being an artist is part of being an indi- 
vidual. We need individuals. We need to 


have artists, it doesn’t matter what style. 
We have the right to be artists. I think that 
is where people are confused about what 
being an artist means. What your ideas are, 
what your views are, what you believe in, 
what is your passion? Life is what is impor- 
tant. We don’t cherish the life part as much 
... We're afraid of risk-taking. We have to 
be willing to be less protective and take our 
risks and have our problems. 

“T have said to my students, “You don’t 
have to wash dishes, you can do other kinds 
of things. You can use your intelligence.’ I 
know there are people who believe that if 
you are a painter, you shouldn’t do any- 
thing else. I feel very fortunate that I have 
been a painter, and I have exhibited all my 
life. I sell my paintings. I have not what 
you would call a ‘big name,’ but my idea of 
success is my idea of success. | love working 
much better perhaps than socializing be- 
cause of the richness of it—the rewards. ...”

Professor Carole Rosenthal of the English

A: The students! And also the fact that 
the faculty is really involved and interested 
in the students. The fact that they think 
consciously in both visual and verbal im- 
ages gives rise to creative inquiry and solu- 
tions. They don’t have the cant of typical 
liberal arts students, so they bring fresh 
takes to literary works. I find it incredibly 
stimulating. Pratt students are greedy to 
understand human experience, hungry for 
it. 

“Another thing I like about the students 
is that they tend to identify themselves as 
‘outsiders, mavericks. At its worst that 
breeds apathy born of cynicism, but at its 
best it makes them marvelous critics of 
their own experience, and puts them in the 
position to be open to the reality they’ re ex- 
periencing.”

Dolinar, who chose South Hall because it 
was the site of the most recently publicized 
assault incident on February 13th. Howev- 
er, she emphasizes that the vigil was for vic- 
tims of all assaults. 

“I do not want to target this one partic- 
ular incident. It’s the only one that’s been 
most publicized but there are a lot of as- 
saults that occur which we don’t know 
about on this campus,” says Dolinar. 
“There are all kinds of assaults: physical, 
mental, verbal; it happens to both male and 
female. This vigil is for everyone.” 

Although many students gathered in si- 
lence, a few vocalized their reasons for at- 
tending. 

“It’s important that the school body get 
behind the victims of heinous crimes like 
this,” says Tony May. 

“T think it’s awful what happened, it 
could have happened to any one of us. I 
support her and that’s why I’m here.” said 
Shannon Keller. 





“I came because people are getting hurt 
all the time and it affects the community 
we have. People are less trustworthy,” says 
Dan Roth. “The best thing you can give 
anybody who’s hurt is your time and atten- 
tion. It’s time for me to give the victims my 
attention here.” 

Father Perry also expressed his reac- 
tions. “In the kind of assault that happened 
here, everything is assaulted. Her and our 
ability to move around and live carefree 
was diminished. Assault violates the integri- 
ty of the person. No one has the right to vi- 
olate the freedom of another person by 
word, thought or threat. 

“What’s good about a vigil like this is 
that people became selfless enough to stand 
out in the cold simply to say, ‘I’m opposed 
to assault and I want to be part of the heal- 
ing process. I want to affirm the freedom 
and life possible on this campus.’ People 
must unite to oppose something that is evil. 
I’m impressed by the goodness of people 
here.”

Pratt students and some Koreans, 
extends from private rooms, to the class- 
room, the lunch room, and the waiting 
room. As much as some Korean students 
do not want to admit, outwardly they do 
not see a problem. Ironically enough, it’s 
impossible for some Americans to admit 
that at the heart of the problem might be 
impatience, intolerance and ignorance. 


Talking to several members of the Ko- 
rean Students Association at Pratt, I was 
able to get to the heart of a lot of myths 
and turn them into realities. 

MYTH: Koreans have a negative attitude 
about the United States. 
REALITY: Sangman Han, President of the

KSAP explained, “In the past, Korea had a 
very serious Civil War. (It appeared) that 
the U.S. saved us and in our subconscious, 
the U.S. (had) the best image in our mind. 
So I think it’s because it’s our ideal and we 
are eager to come, study and get a job in 
America.” 

MYTH: Like Jewish and Italian immigrants 
before them, Koreans have gravitated to re- 
tailing in urban areas, where their willing- 
ness to work long hours and use low-paid 
family labor compensates for their limited 
English and capital. 

REALITY: “Koreans are different from their 
predecessors and from many other recent 
immigrants in that they are mostly well-ed- 
ucated. Some 75% of Korean entrepreneurs 
have a college degree; many of them sold 
their homes in Korea to invest in their 
American ventures. For them, running a 
store is both a first step on the American 
ladder and often, a downward slide from 


higher-status professional jobs back home.” 


SHARING CULTURES By Jean Shin 


On October 8th the Prattler sponsored a 
discussion entitled, “Korean Students on 
Campus” where a group of students and 
Pratt personnel were invited to share their 
thoughts on problems facing Pratt’s Korean 
student population. 

Han said, “KsaP has been here for ten 
years since 1982. At that time, there were 
less than ten people in the Association— 
now there are over 300 members. Our.

biggest problem is the language problem. 
It’s very hard to express our mind and 
thinking.

We are no longer students 
from Korea at Pratt but Pratt students.”

3, he was offered the 
position of Chaplain at Pratt. He has been 
here ever since. _ 


“There are very few people—and certainly 
very few priests—who are exposed to as 
many people who have or will have an im- 
pact on-the world. There’s reason to believe 
that everybody who’s a student here will 
somehow have a significant role to play in 
the world. We don’t teach things that don’t 
make a difference. 

“I was telling this story the other day. 
Louise Nevelson was here and we gave her 
an honorary degree a few years ago. As it 
happened, walking out in the academic 
procession she was holding on to my 
arm...looked at all the graduates and said, 
“You know, Father Perry, I would love to 
grow old in the world that these young 
people help re-create.’ I know what she 
means. I don’t think there’s another place 
like it in the world. I really think that the 
impact we have on the world is out of pro- 
portion to where we are, who we are, to 
what we do. It’s one of the reasons I like 
being here so much, it helps me to be a bet- 
ter priest. 


“T’ve maintained for a long, long time 
that there’s an essential relationship be- 
tween the priest and the artist. Without the 
relationship the world would have no hope 
because the priest takes the material reality 
and makes it spiritual, and the artist takes 
the spiritual reality and makes it material. 
That’s what it’s all about. The rest is all 
filler.” 


JOE SMITH Excerpted from an interview by 
Carrie Hamilton 


Professor Joseph Smith teaches junior and 
senior drawing and painting at Pratt. 

“T never finished graduate school at 
Pratt. I was there for my BFA from 54-58 
.... There was certainly no such thing as a 
three hour painting class. That’s one of the 
stupidest inventions that they’ve come up 
with, because that’s an hour of setting up, 
an hour of cleaning up, and an hour of 
smoking. The competition was really fierce, 
and there was.a lot more work ...and you 
worked partly out of fear.... Back then you 
thought a C was a good grade. Now people 
think a B is a birthright, an A is what you 
get if you come to class. 

“I didn’t think there was any difference 
between exhibiting and [illustrating] books, 
I just wanted to try and be an artist. I got a 
gallery... I got into illustration by a fluke 
... [needed money, I had two babies and a 
mortgage... full-time salary at Pratt 
throughout the sixties was only $6,000 a 
year ... | was the Newsweek courtroom 
artist at the Watergate hearings, and when I 


was asked initially if 1 knew how to do 
courtroom drawings, I said, ‘Of course!’ 
Meanwhile, in my head I was saying ‘T’ll 
learn, I'll teach myself down there.’ I think 
it all boils down to the fact that if you can 
draw, you can do anything you want to.” 


CyRILLA MOZENTER Excerpted from an 
interview By Carrie Hamilton 


Professor Cyrilla Mozenter, who teaches 
sophomore drawing and is Assistant Chair 
of Graduate Fine Arts Department, attend- 
ed Pratt from ’65-72, studying on both the 
graduate and undergraduate levels. 

On the subject of maintaining a life as 
an artist (in particular, a woman artist) 
Cyrilla is matter of fact. “You can’t quite 


have a regular life plus get to make art. It 


doesn’t really work that way...An art career 
takes enormous energy, you can’t really 
pursue it in a laid back way. Just making 
phone calls, setting up appointments, writ- 
ing letters, applying for grants, labeling 
slides, etc., takes nearly as much time as 
making the work itself. So it’s hard to also 
have a great social life ... There are, of 
course, many women artists who have fam- 
ilies ...but without another source of in- 
come, it’s very, very difficult .... I want to 
make it clear that I don’t regret having ‘giv- 
en up’ things in order to pursue my work. 
I’m not ambivalent. After all, when doing 
my work, I’m the most me I can be.”

Rashida Abu-Bakr—Assistant Director of 
HEOP—‘There is a very deliberate misedu- 
cation of black people within the confines 
of the United States ... I think the resis- 
tance to (correct the very small imperfec- 
tions, mistakes and omissions) has unfortu- 
nately and appallingly come from the'very 
areas that it should be coming from; the 
greatest resistance has been academia and 
the arts. Those two areas have constantly 
reinforced the negative, even the inaccu- 
rate, misrepresentations, distortions, misap- 
propriation of place and dates in order to 
support the most negative system. A system 
that is based on a class of privilege—based 
on something as insignificant as one’s color 
or gender. As though it is preordained that 
you yourself created your color and your 
gender.” 


Richard Perry—Chairperson of the English 
Department—“My own experience as an 
African-American man is one that is com- 
plex, contradictory. Depending on the day 
and my state of mind, I will feel a part of 
the Pratt community, and other times an 
outsider. Sometimes it’s a perceived atti- 
tude, sometimes it’s walking into a room 
where nobody looks like me, looking 
through a new textbook and finding that 
few or any African-Americans or people of 
color are represented. It’s feeling like you're 
on top of the world, solid, smart, strong, 
knowing that I am who | am.”

active in higher education for more than 30 
years and brings a wealth of experience and 
leadership to his presidency. He joins Pratt af- 
ter serving as President of Rhode Island School 
of Design since 1983. 


Q:What vision do you have of Pratt? 
(AThe first vision of Pratt is that its quali- 
ty and pristine reputation be recognized 
throughout the country. Secondly, that the 
curriculum, the educational programs at 
Pratt, be the very strongest possible. Third- 
ly, that we have the very best students at 
Pratt, from an educational, academic, and 
creative standpoint. Hopefully, that would 
generate and develop the strongest re- 
sources for Pratt in fund-raisers, grants and 
annual funds. We need to put the financial 
structure at Pratt at balance and make sure 
we are solid financially. Then, I want to do 
whatever I can do to further develop the 
physicality of our campus—the 
landscaping and restoration of 
buildings. 

Q:What is on the top of your 
agenda right now? 

( AFirst I want to learn and un- 
derstand the culture of Pratt—get 
my arms around Pratt and know 
more about what Pratt is about: 


the linkages it has with 
external forces, what de- 
partments are doing, 
what Pratt’s reputation is, are what the is- 
sues are right now. Secondly, I want to 
make sure our budget is in the best possible 
management for this year. Third, I want to 
come to terms with fundraising. Fourth is 
to get stability for Pratt. 

Q: What do you see as the difference be- 
tween Pratt and RISD? 

(4 RISD and Pratt are both wonderful 
schools with their own personalities and 
characteristics. Pratt is a much more urban 
environment, much more dynamic. The 
opportunities of the urban environment are 
strong. Secondly, the Pratt faculty is a very 
professional faculty. A larger portion are 
part-time and much more actively engaged 
in their professions and that’s one of the 
advantages. As far as the campus, Pratt’s is 
larger; twenty-five acres, and more compre- 
hensive. 


QUEER FACULTY By Andrew Williams 


The sense that “they” are somehow break- 
ing rules and had better be careful is the 
way that many gay, lesbian, or bisexual fac- 
ulty and staff model their behavior at Pratt. 
While many are known to other staff and 
even students, few are willing to challenge 
perceived risks in agreeing to even an 
anonymous interview. To some, there is a 
fear of being perceived as “recruiting” stu- 
dents. To others, it is a belief that homo- or 
bisexuality is a personal matter, one that is 






never appropriate in conversation. To oth- 


ers, there is the perceived risk to their ca- 
reers if it were “discovered” that they were 
queer. 

These risks, some actual and some only 
imagined, come from socialization in a cul- 
ture and an academic environment that has 
little understanding of its own heterosex- 
ism. As a concept, heterosexism is the belief 
that heterosexuality is inherently superior 
to any other sexual orientation. If you’re 
not straight, be quiet about it. Any men- 
tion of your sexuality is “flaunting.” In the 
end, queers often feel as if they carry a terri- 
ble secret, able to share it with only those 
who sympathize. 

Being an openly gay faculty member 
has other risks. As with other minorities be- 
ginning to achieve equality, gay, lesbian 
and bisexual persons in the workplace are 
often seen as representatives for their “peo- 
ple,” a situation that causes tremendous 
pressure toward perfection. 

William Chickering (“Chick”), Dean of 
Libraries, expressed his views on being a 
gay faculty member at Pratt. “It took so 
much energy to hide. When I came to 
Pratt, I realized that it was somewhat more 
liberal than many (colleges), but I didn’t 
know how this was going to play out. It 
turns out that in my professional career I’ve 
never had to hide that I was gay.”

Statistically speaking, the biggest danger to 
Pratt students (in terms of number of re- 
ported crimes) is larceny or burglary.

and playing a Game-Boy (I’ve seen this.

it’s about as productive as arguing with the 
Bursar’s Office (perhaps these two jobs are 
interchangeable.). 


HOUSE BROKEN By Amy O'Neill, Brian

On October sth, 1993, President Thomas 
Schutte, Vice President of Student Affairs 
Kathleen Rice, and Assistant Director of 
Residential Life Chris Kasik announced to 
Caroline Ladd Pratt House members at 
their house meeting that, effective at the 
end of the 93/94 academic year, the Pro- 
gram could no longer exist as it had for the 
past ten years. The administration stated 
that most likely students would continue to 
live in the Pratt House with the President, 
but in decreased numbers and in a different 
capacity than during the span of the pro- 
gram. President Schutte cited spatial and 
programmatic needs as the reasons for the 
change. 

The Project began in 1983 when Father 
Perry, concerned over the state of disrepair 
that the house had fallen into, and with the 
assistance of Judy Nylen, proposed and im- 
plemented “The Pratt House Experience in 
Restoration Living.” Dr. Warren Ilchman 
was the first President of Pratt to live in the 
house with the students. Despite a contro- 
versy over Dr. Ilchman’s destruction of a 
wall to create a “vast dining space,” Presi- 
dent and students lived in peace. 

Attempts at compromise with President 


Schutte were rejected, leaving project mem- 
bers without a site to continue the project. 
Faculty Housing was finally agreed upon as 
the new home for the project. Two of the 
vacant faculty houses that were in unlivable 
condition and a third habitable house were 
to be the new focus of the Pratt House Pro- 
ject. But red tape complicated the issue, 
again leaving project members without a 
home. 

Project members requested of Dr. 
Schutte an extended stay in the Caroline 
Ladd Pratt House until the issue of reloca- 
tion could be resolved. Dr. Schutte agreed 
to a proposal which was similar to one pre- 
sented shortly after the October 5th meet- 
ing. Students gave up the second floor liv- 
ing quarters and converted the lounge into 
a living space. 

The process left Resident Director Amy 
O'Neill questioning the Institute’s attitude 
toward students: “Students are being un- 
dermined by the Institute in which we are 
supposed to be the footholders and defin- 
ers. There is very little institutional confi- 


dence in the students.”

Pratt Institute Center for Community 
~ and Environmental Development proposed 
to use Steuben as the site for the Benjamin 
Banneker Academy for Community Devel- 
opment, which has the goal of “embracing 
the best principles of educational reform 
and a need to harness the energies of stu- 
dents for the positive social transformation 
of urban communities.” 

As the 92/93 school year began, Ban- 
neker’s location had moved from Steuben 
to North Hall, bringing with it a rent 
check (from the Board of Education of 
New York City) for $200,000, and the con- 
troversy continued, Those who opposed 
Banneker were afraid that they would be 


painted as villains. How could anyone deny © 


school children the opportunity to learn in 
an environment that would give the stu- 
dents individual attention for advance- 
ment? Worse, there was the issue of race. 
The school is mostly African American and 


Latino, with a largely African-American 
staff. Would opposing the school mean op- 
posing progress? 

Or would not opposing the school 
mean that people who pay for tuition have 
no rights in the running of the school? 
Would Banneker be the proverbial straw 
that would break Pratt’s relationship with 
its increasingly frustrated students? 

With the end of the 93/94 year came an 
announcement from President Schutte: 
“Pratt’s contract with the New York City 
Board of Education expires in June ’94, at 
which time Banneker will relocate to a fa- 
cility off campus. However, Pratt and Ban- 
neker faculty will continue to work togeth- 
er on developing a strong and effective 
curriculum for the Academy.”
